The chateau of Baden, belonging to the 
Tizenheus family, has been invaded by a band of peasants armed with axes. They destroyed every- 
thing breakable, and stole the cattle, grain and’ forage on the estate. It has been stated that these ma- 
rauding bands are often led by students, who, after the closing of the universities, adopted this means of 


revolutionary agitation.

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Assailant of Miss Dismukes 
Will Hang April 27, 


Denying the Crime in His 


ly Confessed It to “Three 
Gentlemen in the 
Court Room. 


Americus, Ga., April 
Tobe Thornton, the black ravisher, will 
be hanged for his crime. Such was the 
result of the verdict rendered at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon in Webster county court, 
after the jury had remained out 30 min- 
utes. 

The verdict met with universal ap- 
proval, although there was no applause 
or demonstration of any character among 
the hundreds of spectators thronging the 
court room. 

Tobe Thornton was taken trom the 
Americus jail at daylight this morning 
by Sheriff Bell and Police Chief Feagin, 
spirited to the railroad shops in a closed 
carriage and hurried to Preston, Web- 
ster county, aboard a fast freight train. 

The officers and prisoner arrived there 
safely and the trial was at once entered 


_ “epen. There were no military companies 


upon th@.scene and no attempts at vio- 
lence. Lawyers Suter and Stevens were 
appointed by Judge Wittlejohn to de- 
fend Thornton, while Bolicitor Hooper 
represented the state. ‘ The evidence, 
while largely circumstantial, was over- 
whelmingly against the defendant, and 
included numerous free confessions made 
by Thornton at tr4& time of his capture 
by Americus officers and since that time. 

Thornton, in his statement today, de- 
nied the crime and about 10 minutes 
later freely confessed the act to thre 
gentlemen in the court room. 


To Hang This Month. 

Judge Littlejohn sentenced Thornton to 
be hanged April 27. The negro heard 
th death sentence with the utmost indif- 
ference and nonchalance, and while re- 
turning to Americus this afternoon talk- 
ed freely with the officers about his 
crime. 

On the night of December 27, 1993, 
Thornton entered the home of Miss Mar- 
garet Dismukes, a maiden lady residing 
near Preston, during her absence. Upon 
Miss Dismukes’ return home, Thornton 
sprang upon the helpless woman in the 
darkened hallway, beat her into insensi- 
bility and assaulted her, afterwards leay- 
ing his victim for dead, 

When Thornton was captured near 
Americus two days later he still wore 
the bloody underclothing, while his face 
bore the scratches inflicted by Miss Dis- 
mukes’ finger nails. 

He then confessed the crime for which 
he was sentenced this afternoon to death 
on the gallows.

NEWTON FARMFRS WANT CORN. 


Cotton Acreage Being Reduced Fully 
Thirty Per Cent. 

Covington, Ga., April 7.—(Special.)—Re- 
ports frdém the different rural communi- 
ties of Newton county indicate that the 
farmers are planting unusually large 
corn crops. Small planters who have 
not heretofore put in more than three or 
four acres of corn, are planting 10, 
15 and 20 acres this year. The report 
that this class of farmers have 
not generally joined the cotton reduction 
movement, does not apply to Newton 
county, for it is practically certain that 
the one-horse farmers throughout this 
section are planting from 20 to 30 per 
cent more in corn, which necessarily 
means a big reduction in cotton acre- 
age. In several districts of the county 
the cotton crop for this year is being 
curtailed fully 30 per cent. 

If there should be a reduction of 25 
per cent of the cotton output in Newton 
county,’ then it would not be necessary to 
ship a single bale of the staple out of 
the county unless it passes through the 
manufacturing process. The two cotton 


factories here consume annually about 
18,000 bales of cotton, a better showing 


than which can scarcely be made by any 
cotton growing eounty in the state. 


Robinson Named for Dallas. 
Washington, April 7.—The president to- 
day reappointed David Robinson as post- 
master at Dallas, Texas. Mr. Robinson 
was appointed to this position last sum- 
mer and has served since that time. The

Samuel Spence $0 Declares 
in Address at Pittsburg 


President of Southern Denies That 
Railroads Are Hostile to Presi- 
denit Roosevelt’s Policy. 


Spencer Is Opposed 
to Rebates. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 7.--In «an 
address delivered before thé Traffic 
‘Club in this city tonight, Samuel Spencer, 
|president of the Southern railway, enter- 
‘ed a strong denial to the charges that 
‘the railroads are antagonizing in any 
|way the reforms which President Roose- 
'velt has advocated. In discussing the at- 
titude of the railroad managers, Mr. 
‘Spencer said: 


“At no time has the president's inten- 
‘tion been to advocate governmental reg-. 
iulation of railways which would inflict 
‘injury upon ithe investments in _ the 
/properties or impair the usefuiness of the 
‘carriers to the public. He has never ad- 
|vocated, and he can be trusted never to 
advocate, the adoption of any regulation 
'which does violence to the fundamental 
iprinciples on which the government is 
founded. 

“If a tribunal which will answer the 
description can be organized, or if meth- 
ods can be found~and | believe they

In 1846 J. Edgar Thompson, chief engineer 
of the Georgia railroad in a letter to Mr. Rich- 
ard Peters, also an engineer of the road, sug- 
gested ‘‘Atlanta’”’ as a better name for the ter- 
minus of the Western and Alantic railroad, then 
Marthasville. The depot was thus called until 
December 29th, 1847, when the Legislature pass- 
ed an act incorporating the ‘‘City of Atlanta.”’

The first city election occurred Saturday, 
January 29th, 1848, and was held at ‘‘Kile’s 
corner.’’ 

The election brought out every voter, and 
the total poll was two hundred and fifteen, re- 
sulting in making Moses W. Formwalt the first 
mayor of Atlanta, and the following six gentle- 
men as councilmen:

Atlanta is frequently called the ‘Gate 
City.’’ The origin of the title dates back to 1857, 
in the summer Of which year, the mayor of Mem- 
phis, with a number of ladies and gentlemen, on 
their way to Charleston, with water from the 
Mississippi to be mingled with the water of the

cordial reception and collation and passed on ac- 
eompanied by Mayor Ezzard, and ladies and gen- 
tlemen of Atlanta. In Charleston they had a 
royal time; a big banquet and fine toasts. The 
sentiment, prepared for Atlanta, denominated it 
the Gate City, signifying that to reach the West 
from the seaboard, or the seaboard from the 
West, the way passed through Atlanta, which 
was thus the Gate.

A despotic monster of a four-post bedstead, 
straddled over the room, putting one of its arbi- 
trary legs into the fireplace and another into the 
doorway, and squeezing the wretched little wash- 
stand in quite a Divinely Righteous way.

There was no wakeful reflection of the fire there, 
as in your modern chambers, which upon the 
darkest night have a watchful consciousness of 
French polish; the old Spanish mahogany wink- 
ed at it now and then, as a dozing cat or dog 
might, nothing more. 

The very size and shape and hopeless immov- 
abiliy of the bedstead and wardrobe, and in a 
minor degree, of even the chairs and tables, pro- 
voked sleep; they were plainly apoplectic and 
disposed to snore. 


It was a prettily furnished room, with a 
piano and some lively furniture in red and green. 
It seemed to be all nooks and corners; and in 
every nook and corner there was some dainty 
little table, or queer cupboard, or desk, or divan, 
or something or other, that made one think there 
was not another such cozy corner in the room, 
until a glance at the next one found it equal to 


it, if not better. 


A mouldering reception room, where the 
faded hangings, of a sad sea-green, had worn 
and withered until they looked as if they might 
have claimed kinship with the waifs of sea-weed

CEORCIA FRUIT 


Reports as fo Damage of Crop 
Vary Materially, 


Reported Fruit in Marietta Section 
Killed—Forecaster Marbury Is 
More Hopeful and No Dam- 


age Is Looked for in 
South Georgia. 


Fair and warmer for today is the fore- 
cast for Atlan Qa. 

Yesterday _much higher temperatures 
| Prevatle® and the weather ended the day 
|by being close to the normal, although 
| 36 degrees was recorded for the early 
morning. There seems to be a consider- 
able difference of opinion regarding the 
| damage done by the frost, which was 
heavy enough on the ground yesterday 
to have the appearance of snow. In At- 
_lanta this temperature of 36 degrees was 
| the lowést recorded, and, of course, this 
'was too high for a killing frost, as it is 
generally called, although enough to do 
damage to tender garden plants and 
flowers. ‘ 

Local Forecaster Marbury stated that 
so far as the reports had come in it was 
impossible to tel! how much of the fruit 
had been damaged, if any. He stated 
that fruit trees were able to stand much 
lower temperature than 36 degrees, the 
lowest reported in Atlanta, but that in 
the northern part of the state the tem- 
peratures may have been > considerably 
lower. Unless this proved to be the case, 
he did not believe that the fruft would 
be damaged to any great extent, but 
added that it would be a day or two 
betore the full extent of the damage 
could be ascertained, as it wus necessary 
for the sun to get to work. on the trees 
before all of the damage could be noted. 
No reports of damage are expected from 
south Georgia. : 

In railroad circles most of the reports 
seemed to coincide with those of Foré- 
caster Marbury and from a number of 
districts came the news by wire that the 
fruit was all right, and this, too, with

the information that there had been 
frust as far south as Macon. 

At the state capitol, there was 
confidence as to the fruit escaping se- 
vere damage. Hon. N. A. Morris, 
was a visitor to the capitol 
and stated that he believed that the 
fruit in the Marietta district had been 
killed by the frost. He further sub- 
stantiated this statement by adding 
that he had examined some of the 
trees and found the small peaches on 
the trees had been completely circled 
by a rim of ice. He also mentioned 
hearing other fruit growers in the same 
section say that the fruit for this sea- 
son had been killed by the frost. 

While no definite reports have been 
received at the state capitol going to 
show just to what extent the peach and 
other fruit crops and early vegetation 
were damaged by the severe frost, State 
Entomologist R. I. Smith and Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture O. B. Stevens un- 
hesitatingly express the opinion that 
the damage in onrth Georgia will prove 
quite severe, though to the south of 
Atlanta it is not believed fruit and 
vegetables were materially hurt. 

Of course these views are based on 


‘conditions as observed here and it will

be several days before the definite ex- 
tent of the damage can be known, Fin- 
temologist Smith left the city last night 
i'for south Georgia, where he gnes to 
leok into the conditions of the fruit 
crop in that section as well as to ascer- 
tain whether any damage has been done 
as a result of the severe weather. 

Heavy frosts !n the northern and cen- 
tral portions of Georgia and Alabama 
were the interesting information of the 
weather map for yesterday. Killing 
frosts extended as far south as east- 
ern Tennessee. It is expected that much 
damage was done in Tennessee and ten- 
der vegetation in Georgia and Alabama 
killed. Opinions vary as to the fruit 
crops in both states. The fact that the 
winds decreased during the night made 
possible the heavy frosts. Except for 
this decrease in the wind, only light 
frosts would have resulted and no dam- 
age in all probability.

More Fertilizer Tags Sold This 
Season Than Last 


Report of Sales to April 1 Is Given 
Out by Department of Agri- 
culture—Net Increase Over 
Last Season Ig 526 
Tons. 


According to a statement given out 
yesterday by the Georgia department of 
| agriculture, the farmers of this state 
de not appear to be conforming very 
closely to the plans of the Southern Cot- 
ton association, which calls for a reduc- 
tion of 25 per cent in the amount of fer- 
tilizers used as well as in the acreage 
planted. 

The figures given out yesterday by Com- 
missioner O. B. Stevens cover the fer- 
tilizer season from October !, 1904, to 
April 1, 1905. They show a net increase 
in the sales of fertilizer tags for the 
| present season amounting to 526 tons, 
over the same period of the season of 
1903-'04. 

Following is the statement as given 
out by the department of agriculture: 

“It has been the custom of the de- 
partment of agriculture in former years 
to make a tabulated statement of the 
sale of tags about the first of June, but 
on account of the present conditions and 
the anxiety shown among all classes of 
our citizens in Georgia to get this in- 
formation up to the first day of April, 
I have thought proper to give out a full 
statement from the beginning of the sea- 
son, October !, up to April |. 

“We sold during last season, com- 
mencing October !, 1903, up to April |, 
1904, of fertilizer tags, 5,898,455; cot- 
tenseed meal tags, 1,540,160, making @ 
tctal of 7,438,615. 

“For the season of 1904-1905, com- 
mencing October {, 1904, up tox April 
1, 1905, we have sold 5,969,935 fertilizer 
tags and 1,417,720 cottonseed meal tags, 
raaking a total of 7,387,658. 

“A ton of fertilizer requires ten (10) 
tags and a ton of cottonseed meal re- 
quires twenty (20) tags.”’ 

An analysis of the foregoing statement 
shows t this means the sale of 596,- 
993 tons of fertilizers up to the first of 
April, 1905, as against 589,845 tons for 
the same period of last season, an in- 
crease this season of 7,148 tons. 

Likewise there were sold or tagged 
for sale up to April !, this season, 70,- 
386 tons of cottonseed meal, as against 
77,008 for the same period of the pre- 
ceding season, a @ecrease in the sales 
of cottonseed meal for this season of 
6,622 tons. 

Combining the two, the statement 
shows that the net increase in the sales 
of fertilizers, or of fertilizers tagged for 
sale up to sApril !, 1905, is 526 tons 
over the amount sold or tagged for sale 
during the same period of the season 
just preceding, which was the largest 
in the history of the state department 
of agriculture.

Vice President Culp, of Southern, Is 
Here in Conference on Georgia 
Rates — Concessions Made

On Friday next, Aprfl 14, the railroad 
commission will hold a called meeting to 
taken final action in the matter of Geor- 
gia freight rates. 

The commission, at that meeting, will 
either accept what the railroads have 
Offered In the way of reduction of rates 
within the state, or they will reject it 
and prepare an order of their own, put- 
ting into effect the rates for which they 
have contended. 

The commission has received two com- 
munications from the railroads of Goor- 
Sla offering certain reductions between 
a number of competitive points. Ihe 
second communication on this subject 
was received by the commission yester- 
day and was from the Southern railway. 
The first communication on the subject 
came from Vice President W. J. Win- 
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burn, of the Central of Georgia, but it 
did not meet the views of the commis- 
sion In many particulars, and was sent 
back for amendment. The amended com- 
munication from the Central of Georgia 
reached the commission yesterday, and 
that body now has before it a statement 
of practically all the concessions the 
railroads are willing to make. 

Considerable study and comparison with 
existing rates between the points in 
question, and rates between other points 
will be necessary for a proper under- 
standing of the proposed rate revision 
offered by these two railroad systems, 
which may be said to speak for all the 
railroads of the state, for all other lines 
would have to fall in with them in mak- 
ing concessions. This detail work will 
be done by Commissioner Joseph M. 
Brown between now and next Friday, 
at which time he will present to the 
commission tabulated statements expian- 
atory of the whole situation. 

None of the members of the commis- 
sion have gone over these communica- 
tions as yet, because they have not had 
the time, but. they will be prepared to 
take up and finally dispose of the matter 
at the meeting on Friday. Unless the 
railroads come pretty close ta the com- 
mission’s views on the subject, an in- 
teresting order respecting freight rates 


short time, 
Matter Must Be Settled. 

“We are not going to have any more 
delay about this matter,’ said Chairman 
Pope Brown yesterday. ‘“‘We propose to 
go over the communication from ‘the 
railroads, accept what we consider sat- 
isfactory, and if the railroads do not 
come to our position in the main, we 
will act of our own motion. This ques- 
tion must be settled and settled at once.” 

Third Vice President J. M. Culp was at 
the capitol today in consultation with 
Railroad Commissioner Joseph M. Brown, 
through whom, principally, the matter 
of intrastate rates has been negotiated. 
Mr. Culp came to discuss the question 
of Georgia rates prior to the action of 
the commission, and though nothing was 
made public regarding the conference, it 
is generally understood it will have an 
important bearing on whatever action is 
taken in the matter by the commission. 
' The rates which the commission has 
(demanded shal] be reduced are those 
between certain competitive points which 
rates are now practically the same or 
very little lower than the rates published 
in the commission's standard tariff. The 
roads have reduced the standard tariff 
rates very greatly between certain 
points, while between others they have 
left them just about as the commis- 
sion made them, and this is regarded as 
discrimination against the latter class of 
cities. : 

L. and N. Wins Marble Rates. 

The railroad commission yesterday also 
“decided the Louisville ang Nashville mar- 
ble rate matter in favor of the railroad 
company. When the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern railroad was struggling for 
an independent existence, the commis-
